$qaare, whoſe top being flar,was garniſhed with Pelaſters, 
& vyponthe root was direRteda great Padeſia/,on —_ 
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ftood a Perſon carued out to the life, (a woman) her lefe 
hand leaning ona ſworde, with the poynt downe-ward, 
and herright hand reaching forth a Diadem, which ſhee 
ſeemdeby bowing of herkneeandhead,to beſtow vpon 
his Majeſtic. 

On the foure corners of this ypper part, ſtoode foure 
naked portraytures(ingreat) with artificiall Trumpets in 
their hands.

The middle great ſquare,that was aduancedouer the 
Freeze ofthe Gate, held Apollo, with all his Enſignes and

Harpein his lefthande: his right hande with a golden 
wandinit, poyntingto the battell of Lepawre fouphrby

ſo many Chaires of State, and figuring in their perſons, 
the 17.

Aboue the vpper edge of this large Square Roome 
and ouer the firſt Battlement, in another front, aduancd 
for the purpoſe, a ſquare Table was faſtened vpright,in 
which was drawnethe liuely piQure of the King, in his 
Imperiall Robes, a Crowne on his head,theſworde and 
Scepterin his hands: vpon his left ſide ſtoodea woman,

Jently well, will ſuffer them tobe greate intheir bookes. 
But(as in other countries) ſo in this of ours,they gocat- 
tirde in ſuch thin clothes, that the winde eueric minute 
1s readie to blowethrough them: happy was it for them, 
that they tooke vp their lodgingin a ſummer arbour, 8& 
that they had ſo much muſicke to comfort them, their 
toyes(of which they doe not cuery day taſt ) being not» 
withſtanding nowe irfinitelye multiplied, inthis, that 
where before they might haue cryedout till they grewe 
hoarſe:andnone would hearethem,now they ſing.

Foureſcore andten foote in heighr,8& 50. in breadth, 
thegatc 20. foote inthe perpendicularline, & fourtecne 
inthe groundline: The two Poſternes were anſwerable 
to theſe that are ſet downe before: ouer the poſternes riz 
vp in proportionable meaſures, two turrets, with battle. 
ments on the tops: The middeſt of the building was 
laide open to the world, and great reaſon it ſhould be fo, 
for the Globe of the worlde, was there ſeene to mooue, 
being $114 with all the degrees, and ſtates thatarcin the 
land: and theſe were the mechanicall and deadelimmes 
of this carucd budy.As touching thoſe that had the vſe 
of motion in it, & fora neede durſt haue ſpoken, but that 
there was no ſtuffe fit for their mouthes. 

The principall and worthicſt was Affres («tice it- 
ting aloft,2s being newly deſcended from heauen,glori- 
ouſly attirde;allher garments being thickly ſtrewed with 
ſtarres: acrowne of ſtarres on her head: afiluer veile co- 
uering hir cycs. Having tolde you that her name was /4- 
fiice, I hope you will not put mee to deſcribe what pro- 
perties ſhee held in herhandes, ſithencecuery painted 
cloath can informe you. 

Dire&ly vnder her,in a Cant by her ſelfe, was Arate 
(verve) inthronde, her garments white, her head crow- 
ned , and vnderher Fortuna: her foote treading on the 
Globe,thar moued beneath her:Intimaring that his Ma- 
ieſties fortune, was aboue the worlde, but his vertues a- 
bouc his fortune.

TheeffeR of whoſe ſpeech was,that whereas the Fl- 
min came to performe rites, in honor ofone Annaa god- 
deſle of the Romanes, the Genius vowes,that none ſhould 
doe Sacrifice there, but himſelf,the offring that he makes 
being,the Heart of the Citie, &. And thus haue wee 
(lowely & aloofe)followed our Souecraigne through the 
7. Triumphall gates o} this his Court Royall , which 
name,as London recciuedattheryfing of the San;ſo now 

at his going from her (euen in amoment)She loſt that 
honor: And being like an Actor ona Stage)ſtript out of 
her borrowed M. the refignes her former ſhape & title 
of Citie;noris itquiteloſte, conſidering itwentalong 
with him,to whome itis due. Forſuch Vertucis begot- 
ten in Princes, that their very preſence hath-power to 
turne a Village to a Citie, andto make a Citie appeare 
oreat as a Kingdome. Beholde howe glorious a Flower, 
Happines is, but how fading . The minutes (thatlackey 
at the heeles of Time) run not faſter away then doe our 
joye: . What tongue could haue expreſt the raptures on 
whichthe oule of the Citiewas carried beyond ir ſelfp, 
for the ſpace of many houres? What wealth coulde haue 
allurde her to haue cloſe hereyes,atthe comming of her 
King,and yerſee,her Bride-groomeis but ſteptfrom her, 
& in a Minute(nay in ſhortertime,thena — canbe 
borne)is ſhe madea Widdowe: All her conſolation be- 
ing now, to repeate ouer byroate thoſe Honors, which 
lately ſh had perfeRly byhart: And totellof thoſejoies:

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.whichbut euen now,ſhe reallie behelde, yer thus ofhey 
abſent, beloued, doe I heare her gladcly and heartelye 
ſpeaking.

T He Citie of Weſtmenſter & Dutchy of Lancaſter per- 
ceiuing what preparation their neighbor cite made 
to entertaine her Soucraigne; though in greatnes they 
could not match her,yet in greatnes of Loue and Duety, 
they gaue teſtimonie, that both were equall. Andinto- 
ken they wer ſo, hands and harts went together: &in the 
Strond,creted vp a Monument of their affeCtion. 

The Invention was a Rayne-bowe,the Moone, Sun, 
and the ſeauen Starres, called the Phiades,being aduaun- 
ced betweene two Pyramides: Eletira (one of thole ſea- 
uen hanging inthe aire, in figureofa Comet) was the 
ſpeaker,her words carrying this effeR. 

That as his Majeſtic hadlefe the Cittie of London, 
happy,by deliuering it from the noyſe of tumule: ſo hee 
would crownethisplace withthelike joyes;which bein 
done, ſhereckons vp anumber of bleſſings, that will fol: 
low vpon it. 

The worke of this was thought ypon,begun 8& made 
- perfeN in xij. daies. 

As touching thoſe fiue which the Cittic builded, the 
Arbor in Cheape-fide,and the Temple of lanas, at Tem- 
ple-bar, werebothofthembegyn and finiſhtins, weeks. 
The reſt were taken in hand, firſt in March laſt, after M4

through the Cittie of London. 


Mijeſtie was proclaymed,ypon which; atthattime;they 
wrought till a Monethatter S. James his day following, 
aud then gauc ouer by reaſon of theſicknes: Atthis fe 
cond ſetting vpon them, fix weekes more was ſpent." - 
The Cite eleted xvj. Comitties,to whome the Man 

naging ofthe whole bulines was abſolutely referred: of 
which number, foure were Aldermen, the other graue 
Commoners. 042
